The government canal will head, at 


what is called the ^ixth'crpgslngr, four 
rcjUes beyond Clarks station. 
Thfe 


dam will be of sufficient height to 
prevent the onward passage of water. 


, It will be for diverting and not for 


restraining purposes. •• It. will follo'w 
the contour of the hills on the south 
elde of the river to>.point about two 
miles beyond Wadsworth, 'where 
it 


reaches the elevated plateau" that is 
the watershed b'etween the Truckee 
and the Carson rivers. 


The ditch will follow the canyon for 


about ten'miles and it presents some 
difficult engineering features. There, 
•will be three tunnels, one of which -will 
be 1400 feet long. 'These tunnels will 
all be cemented for theft- entire length. 


The canal is to be 14 feet wide at 


the bottom and 59 feet at the top. 
It will carry 13 feet of water in the 
center. 
This stream will flow at va- 


rious points, according to the nature 
of the ground at a velocity of from 
two to three feet per second. 


It is calculated that It .'will -take 


about a year to flnish the canal. The 
water will be carried to a point on 
the Carson river and the two streams 
brought together, where a reservoU- 
will be built at a cost of a'million and 


1 ,a. half dollars. 
' 
• 
> 


From various points along-, the canal 


lateral ditches will be run, following 
the higher ground and putting nearly 


. all the land capable of .successful cul- 


tivation under irrigation .for a dis- 
tance of forty miles. 


The first canal will be taken out a 


few miles this side of Wadsworth and 
will' be carried across the canyon by 
an inverted siphon, which will run 
northward nearly eighteen miles to the 
Pyramid -reservation, comprising ap- 
proximately 27,000 acres. 
The larger 


portion of this is now sagebrush.land, 
but is very arable when placed' under 
water and'is in a thermal belt, where 
even citrus fruits are possible. 


These lateral ditches will cover .ev- 


ery portion of ground in the region 
that is capable of cultivation'. 


While the work of {he main 'canal 


will be completed in about a year, and 
a small portion Of the land that can 
be watered directly from the canal 
will probably be ready for entry some 
time'about May 1st next. 
That will 


be but a beginning. The scheme con- 
. templates reaching far out into Chut* 
chill county to lands now far remote 
from any water supply and it is prob- 
able that the government will eontinue 
to extend its laterals for'the next five 
years at least. 


Many inquiries have been made ask- 


ing when these lands will be open for 
entry and Engineer Taylor is. auth- 
ority'lor the 'statement that it will 
probably be some time next spring 
before entries can be made. 


The reason why the lands are nol 


ready for entry now is because the 
lands have not yet been subdivided .in- j 
to the smaller fractions and it would 
be impossible to tell where the en- 
tries would fall. 'Most of the land has 
been surveyed into townships 'but only 
some into sections. The lines for the 
smaller subdivisions have not yet been 
established and a man filing • upon a 
piece of land would stand little show 
at present getting filings upon 
the 


exact piece of land he desires, which 
would cause an amended 
filing and 


considerable annoyance to the pros- 
pective settler and-to the land office; 


Mr. Taylor has several parties of 


surveyors in the field laying out lines,, 
in all nearly one hundred men, divided 
between the various camps. The work 
will be prosecuted all winter, for the 
season is very mild^ there-. 


The government 
will 
only allow 


this land to be taken up in SO-acre 
tracts and only, to bone fide settlers. 
The water right is inseparable from 
the land and will cost the settler about 
$1.60 
per acre per year. In five years 


the land will thus be paid for, but five 
'years more, -paying $1.50 per "acre 
per year w.ill be required to recom- 
pense the government for its outlay,' 


• at which time a perpetual .free water 
right will also be secured. 
This sys- 


tem will prevent lands being . taken 
up for speculation an'd sold at the end 
of five years. The land by this time 
will hay.e become so valuable that 
there will be no danger of "Its pass- 
ing: into large holdings, thus being 
perpetually reserved for home sites. 


This system,' when fully carried out 


will mean the addition-of 20,000 peo- 
ple to Churchill county, all of whom 
will dwell .beneath their own vine and, 


fig tree.',
